Settlement from this port on a grand jamboree, 
Artived at: Shanghai the above’ mentioned 
individual got in tow of some gitl, contrary to 
law, and on returning to his quarters at the botel 
about three o'clock one morning, plckad n 
quatre) with another guest at the same hotel, 
and it is sald that the unfillal wretch clubbed 
the other guest to death in his room, and subse- 
quently abused the corpse of the unfortunate 
victim in various ways. . ; 

Now it happened thatthe victim was a Pro- 
vincial military graduate named Chla, or Kia, 
a native ofthe famous'county of Ha-fel Haien, in 
Av-huel province, and thus a fellow townsman, 
as it were,of many Influential high officials, 
The victim Is also said to have been ‘for some 
time an afdedecamp to the Viceroy of Chib-li, 
and in thet capacity .he kindly remonstrated 
with the unfilial crooked-legged wretch aa to the 
impropriety of his behaviour with Icose women. 
whilat In deep mourning, etc, . 

The crooked-tepged slayer of the military 
graduate, however, appears to have ‘had money 
and, influence cnough td gag the Press, the 
Police, and the public of Shanghai forthe tima 
being, and then: huriied back to bis home In 
this nelghbourhocd, Meanwhile the friends and 
acqualniances ol the slain man, unable to 
obtain justice in Shanghai, boxed up thelr dead 
frend in 4 fine casket, and carried the corpse 
offto his home In Ha-fel. ‘“Asrived there the 
relatives of the deceased refused to recelve 
the corpre, so it was deposited «fn ‘the 
large hall at Li Hunp-chong's mansion, 
awaiting reference to that functionary as to 
avenging his late afde de-camp's murder, Time 
patscd away and no notice appears to have been 
taken here of the matter, so the local gentry of 
Ha.-felcounty formed themselvesintoa Committee 
and, having subscribed funds, sent nine of their 
number as delegates to the Central Government 
at Peking. ‘This action anpears to have alarmed 
the Tao-tal and other officials at Shanghai, aa 
well as the Governor of Kiang-su, who resides 
at Soochow. Governor Kang thereon wrote a 
private letter ta the Viceroy of Chib-ll seporting 
the matter to him, and’ asking him to attend to 
ftns the slain man havirig been the Viceroy's 
asubaltern, and the slayer, having ‘taken refuge 
‘at Tientalo, it was much easler for the Viceroy 
to settle the matter than for anybody else to do 
#0; fi 

The Viceroy, baving read the letter, inquired 
of his attendants who Lol Ching-thu was, on 
belng.told who-the culprit was, and where he 
was biding, ordered him to be, hunted up, and 
brought to him for examination and punishment, 
And fust here commences the farce—to follow
